Before Congress 


ee dD C.— 
One might think from 
reading the papers that the 
AAA is rapidly folding up un- 
der a withering fire of oppo- 
sition. But it isn’t that bad. 

Some of the opposition is po- 
litical, some comes from sin- 
cere persons who feel that 
they have a better cure for 
low farm prices, or who sim- 
ply want to get into the lime- 
light, and some comes from 
old-time AAA haters who feel 
that the fall election set the 
stage for a knockout blow. Sub- 
stitute proposals are many and 
varied. They have only one 
thing in common, and that is 
opposition to production con- 
trol. 


Higher Tariffs 


It was inevitable that some 
one should propose the old or- 
thodox sulphur and molasses 
remedy of higher tariffs, and 
Senator McNary is taking the 
lead in pointing out that road 
to farm salvation. Spurred on 
by the National Grange slogan 
of “The American Market for 
the American Farmer,” he pro- 
higher tariffs on farm 
products as the cure for low 
farm prices. 

The basic trouble, which 
Senator McNary ignores, is 
that the American market isn’t 
big enough. Growers of corn 
and hogs and wheat and cot- 
ton now have all the American mar- 
ket, and have found that even with 
production control in effect, it is like 
a pair of pants that are so small they 
won't quite button up.

WARNING! 
The federal pig survey shows that farm- 
ers of the United States are intending to 


increase spring pig production about 21 per 
cent over 1938. 


If farmers carry out these intentions, it 
means trouble. Too many hogs will go on 
the market next fall. Prices will go away 
down. 


But the prediction of a 21 per cent in- 
crease need not and should not come true. 


Farmers planned this increase partly be- 
cause they weren’t sure that other farmers 
would increase too. Now they know. 


Since they know now the trouble that 
will surely come if everybody goes ahead 
with present plans to increase pig produc- 
tion, many farmers may change plans in a 
hurry. The smart thing to do is to send 
more bred gilts and sows to market, and to 
hold the increase in the spring crop to rea- 
sonable proportions. 


The federal pig survey is a warning to 
slow down on pig production.

cleaned out that way. But many farmers 
don't spray the few old trees near the house, 
and few are equipped to spray big elms, 
Banding is the only satistactory treatment. 
Don't seranpe the bark off Some time in 
January or February, follow these directions 
Wrap a strip of cotton batting, two to 
three inches in width, around the trunk, 


about four feet above the g@round, so as 
to fill all crevices in the bark. Over the 
eotton, place ai strip of tarred paper 
about five inches in width, drawing it 
tight and tacking down the ends, whieh 
should overlap. Spread tree ‘‘tanglefoot”’ 
or some other sticky material in a thin 
layer covering about two-thirds of the 
width of the tarred paper. 

As most farmers know, this is to keep the 
wingless females from crawling up the trunk 
to lay eggs in the bark. Keep them out of the 
tree, and you won’t have spring eanker worms 
eating up the leaves. 

For the sake of farm shade trees, this is 
a job worth doing this winter. And be sure 


to do it before a February thaw starts the 
moths to climbing.

Rats in Corn

sands of bushels of corn are being 
sealed under the government’s pro- 
gram, I suppose we will next see a 
tremendous number of rats around 
the cribs Most of these cribs are 
not ratproof in construction.
